for senatorial inquiry. 
Moore con­ 
tends that the minor contributors to 
the Smith campaign demanded 
his 
confidence and he should be permit­ 
ted to protect them against publi­ 
city. 
While these two developments of­ 
fered a serious blockade to the fu­ 
ture course of the investigation, the

much was spent by Senator William
